village, but the project has been granted a 
Section 8 subsidy by the U.S. Dept. of 
Housing and Urban Development ( HUD) . 

According to Donna King, of Palmer, 
France, Green and King, the project's 
developers, final approval from the Illinois 




Housing Development Agency is all that is 
holding up construction.' 

The 90 unit complex will be open, first to 
handicapped persons who qualify under the 
financial requirments of HUD's Section 8 
subsidy, then to small families who do 
likewise, followed by handicapped senior 
citizens and the remaining units will be open 
to senior citizens who meet the subsidy 
stipulations. . 



The complex will be "made-up of 10 three- 
bedroom apartments- intended mainly for 
the family housing; 35 two-bedroom suites 
and 45 one-bedroom units. 

King says that they expect to go into con- 
struction immediately upon receiving the 
housing development agency's approval and 
the developers are in hopes that the first 
people who qualify will be able to move in 
within a year of the ground breaking.

Bruce Stamm, Round Lake, has found a 
part well suited for his talents in PM^'s 
production of "Bullshot Crummond". 
Playing the part of the title character, Capt. 
Hugh "Bullshot" Crummond, Stamm 
protrays the personalitity of the eccentric 
English Detective with the right amount of 
exaggeration required to entertain audien- 
ces that like to see stage parody., 



Bullshot Crummond provides PM'L actors 
and actresses as well as the audience with 
the type of fun that is normally associated 
with parody;. The more outrageous the plot, 
the acting and the props; the more en- 
joyment for the afficiodos of theatric farce. 

The play is about a scientist with a secret 
formula -to make diamionds who is kid- 
napped by the bad guys^nd how a bumbling 
detectie thwarts the bad guys evil plots. 

Though Stamm as Capt. Hugh "Bullshot" 
Crummond does not immediately fall into, 
character in his first appearance on stage, he 
quickly warms up to the part. Minus the first 
appearance on stage, Stamm has the audien- 
ce following his character and anticipating 
the next outlandish statement or action he is 
about to make throughout the production. 

The play is the type that is fun for actors 
and actresses to do. Parody requires a cer- 
tain personality to be ".done right and the cast 
at PM'L has the personel to make a farce 
come off well. 

i The other members of, the cast appeared to 
have the mood of what a good farce needs to 
entertain. Don Beveroth as Otto Von Brun- 
no, Gloria Stewart as Lenya Von Brunno, 
Kris Ann Miller as Miss Rosemary Fenton 
and Keith Boehm as all other characters 
keep the audience laughing and bounce their 
lines and actions well off the leading charac- 
ter and each other.

Stewart and Beveroth make a good evil 
pair that is trying to do bad to the world in 
general.. 

Playing the part of the shy s\yeet young 
Miss Rosemary Fenton is Kris Ann Miller. 
Miller plays the role of theloyal, but niave 
daughter of a British scientist who has found 
a way to make diamonds. Her shrieking 
giggle and the way she worships Crummond 
parodies well in the play. 

Then there was Keith Boehm, who it is safe 
to say would be sorely missed if he had not 
been in the play. Though he didn't do the 
quick change of Beveroth and play two 
characters at a time on the stage, he did ap- 
pear in nearly every scene.
